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Preface 


This edition of the annual Statistics Canada Catalogue describes all current publications 
available for purchase from the agency as of January 1, 1982; current publications are those 
containing data less than 10 years old. A Supplement updating the Catalogue will be released 
in mid-1982. 


Technical papers, memoranda and working papers, which are of interest to a limited audience, 
are disseminated as non-catalogued materials. Such publications are compiled in Listing of 
Supplementary Documents (11-207). 


One set of the Catalogue and Supplement (one English copy and one French copy) is provided 
to an organization at no cost. For each additional single copy or set there is a charge of $5.00. 
The Catalogue can be ordered from User Services, Ottawa, Ontario K1A OT6, or from any 
Statistics Canada regional reference centre. Recipients of the 1982 Catalogue will automatically 
be sent the Supplement and an order form for the next edition. 


The 1982 Statistics Canada Catalogue was prepared in the Reference Products Section of User 
Services Division. The Catalogue was edited by Gloria Royce, assisted by Susan Strader. 
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HOW TO USE THE CATALOGUE 


The Catalogue is in two parts. The first is an annotated 
listing of publications arranged by catalogue number and 
grouped by subject. The entries specify the title, frequency 
of issue, the number of pages, the language or languages 
of publication, the International Standard Serial Number, 
the date of first release, the price and a brief description of 
the contents. Information on discontinued publications, 
new releases and changes of title and price since the last 
Catalogue are also included. 


The second part is a detailed Subject, Title and 
Commodity index alphabetically arranged and cross- 
referenced to facilitate user access. Catalogue numbers 
follow each index entry and direct readers to the 
publications listed in part |. 


HOW TO ORDER PUBLICATIONS 


To purchase publications from Statistics Canada, use the 
order form at the back of the Catalogue. List the 
publication title, catalogue number and issue; also indicate 
the type of order required i.e., subscription or individual 
copy. (Subscriptions begin with the issue released 
following the receipt of order.) Mail the completed form to 
Publication Sales and Services at the address on the order 
sheet. Individual publications may also be ordered from 
the regional reference centres listed below, or from 
authorized bookstore agents. 


Payment must accompany all publication orders. Cheques 
and money orders should be made payable to the 
Receiver General for Canada. Payments by Visa and 
Master Card credit cards are also accepted, provided the 
number and expiry date of the cards are noted on the 
order form. To cover additional postage and handling 
charges, customers from outside Canada must add 20% 
to quoted prices. An extra charge is also levied if first 
Class, air mail or courier service is requested. 


Postage stamps and currency should not be used in 
ordering publications by mail. Remittances from foreign 
countries should be by international money order. 


For the convenience of customers who frequently order 
publications, Statistics Canada offers a monthly invoicing 
service. Applications for this service are available from 
Publication Sales and Services, or from Statistics Canada 
regional reference centres. 


Under the ‘Full Publications Service’’ customers can 
automatically obtain copies of catalogue publications. The 
cost per annum is $4,000 for inside Canada orders and 
$4,800 for outside Canada orders. Not included in the 


service are publications from the decennial ori 


-— 


quinquennial Census of Population, the Census of 
Agriculture or from the Census of Merchandising and 
Services. Inquiries should be directed to Publication Sales 
and Services. 


Organizations such as schools, school boards, colleges, 
universities and public libraries are allowed a 30% 
discount on all publication orders. 


HOW PUBLICATION 
DETERMINED 


PRICES ARE 


Prices for most publications are set following a designated 
page count formula. If printing and distribution costs rise, 
it will be necessary to raise prices unless there is an 
offsetting increase in sales. Statistics Canada will be 
promoting its publications more actively to increase sales. 
It should be noted that prices of publications are not set in 
an attempt to recover the costs of collecting and analyzing 
data. 


OTHER DATA FORMATS AND HOW TO ORDER 
THEM 


Canadian Socio-Economic Information 


Management System (CANSIM®) 


CANSIM is Statistics Canada’s computerized data bank 
and information retrieval service. Nearly all of the data 
appearing in publications, as well as many more data, are 
available from CANSIM via terminal, on computer printout, 
or in machine readable form. CANSIM, on one hand allows 
the retrieval of the latest statistics such as Labour Force 
Index and Consumer Price Index on the same day they are 
released to the public, and on the other hand contains 
extensive historical data relevant to time series analysis. 
The information in CANSIM is of two types — time series 
Statistics which show changes over time and cross- 
Classified statistics which show the relationships between 
different data at a given point in time. The CANSIM data 
are available through a number of data processing service 
companies.

Data in Microform 


In addition to publications and on-line computer 
tabulations, Statistics Canada makes data available in 
microform. A large part of the output of the 1976 Census 
of Population is on microfiche, as are most 1976 Census of 
Agriculture tabulations and all current serial publications 
of the External Trade Division. Further information on 
microform offerings is available from Statistics Canada 
regional reference centres.

Data on Magnetic Tape 


Data on magnetic tape can be obtained from various 
sources in the bureau. Some of these tapes are listed 
below. 


Census of Population and Housing 


Data files from the decennial and quinquennial censuses of 
population and housing include the following products: 


User Summary Tapes contain tabulated data on 
enumeration areas, census tracts, census subdivisions and 
municipalities. 


Public Use Sample Tapes offer a 1% sample of non- 
confidential records of individual respondents, families 
and households. 


Spatial Reference Tapes describe the geographic 
hierarchies of census data including place names, 
geographic codes and coordinates, street addresses and 
block faces of major urban areas, and boundaries for 
computer mapping. 


Census of Agriculture 


User Summary Tapes, essentially as described above, are 
also available for the Census of Agriculture. 


Labour Force Survey 


Computer tapes can be obtained from the Labour Force 
Survey for each month starting from January 1966. These 
tapes contain records which can provide labour force 
characteristics for selected variables. 


Survey of Consumer Finance 


Magnetic tapes containing microdata on incomes of 
census families and economic families are available for 
1971, 1973, 1975, 1977 and 1979. There are also tapes 
containing microdata on household income, facilities and 
equipment. 


Survey of Family Expenditure 


A computer tape from the 1978 Survey of Family 
Expenditures features microdata on the expenditures, 
incomes and characteristics of families. 


External Trade 


Computer tapes containing import and export statistical 
data are also available from the External Trade Division. 
The standard tape contains monthly commodity by country 
information, but tailored tape files may be obtained on 
demand.

Guides and Indexes 


The 1982 Statistics Canada Catalogue excludes 
publications containing data which is 10 or more years 
old; it also does not cover titles discontinued before 1981 
and out-of-print items. For information on these materials, 
please consult the Historical Catalogue of Statistics 
Canada Publications, 1918-80. The Historical Catalogue 
will be released in the spring of 1982 and is available by 
completing the order form at the back of the Catalogue. 
Please quote catalogue no. 11-512E on your order. 


Also to be released in the spring is Bibliography of Federal 
Data Sources, excluding Statistics Canada, 1981. It will 
include brief descriptions of recurring federal publications 
containing social or economic statistics, plus an index of 
keywords. Descriptions include listings of statistical table 
titles, bibliographic information, and a brief abstract. 
Please quote catalogue no. 11-513E on your order. 


A number of publications listed in the 1982 Catalogue may 
also assist users in locating needed statistics and in 
keeping up-to-date with new releases. They include the

Governments, the Directory of Health Division Information, 
CANSEL (an on-line computer index to CANSIM), and 
FACTS (an on-line browsing system for census 
tabulations).

Statistics Canada also publishes a number of materials 
designed to assist in the accessing and use of data. 
Among these are Finding and Using Statistics; How a 
Manufacturer Can Profit From Facts; How a Retailer Can 
Profit From Facts; How Contractors and Builders Can 
Profit From Facts, How Communities Can Use Statistics: 
Understanding Labour Force Data; and Your Guide to the 
Consumer Price Index. Each is available from regional 
reference centres.

Library Access to _ Statistics Canada 


Publications 


Users who want to consult Statistics Canada publications 
may do so at any regional reference centre, at the 
Statistics Canada Library in the R.H. Coats Building in 
Ottawa, or at any of the more than 60 libraries across 
Canada that carry all Statistics Canada publications. Over 
45 of these are Full Depository Libraries, which 
automatically receive all federal government publications 
free of charge. They include most provincial legislative 
libraries, and many university and public libraries. 


Statistics Canada Advisory Services 


The agency has eight regional offices and a Central 
Inquiries Service in Ottawa. Each office offers the following 
services: 


Inquiry Service. Answers requests for statistical data by 
telephone, letter and from visitors; provides a collection of 
all Statistics Canada’s recent publications as well as 
certain historical ones for public reference; offers 
tabulations of certain unpublished data and other selected 
government statistical publications for public reference; 
provides visitors with study areas. 


Professional Consultation Service. Assists both 
experienced and inexperienced users with data problems: 
advises on arranging direct access to CANSIM, Statistics 
Canada’s machine-readable data base system: provides 
feedback to Statistics Canada on the statistical needs and 
problems of users. 


Data Distribution and Promotion Service. Takes orders for 
all Statistics Canada publications and related material 
such as census maps and microfiche; retrieves data 
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directly from CANSIM; provides public copying facilities 
for printed materials and microfiche; arranges displays to 
promote the use of statistical data. 


Education Service: Provides booklets on finding and using 
Statistics and distributes copies of the Statistics Canada 
Catalogue of publications; holds workshops and seminars 
for users on subjects of special interest, on request; visits 
educational institutions to speak on statistical subjects, on 
request; arranges local training courses on statistical 
subjects, such as basic questionnaire design, and 
sampling techniques. 


Data Collection Service: arranges for the design, 
management and implementation of surveys for 
governments, institutions and private agencies: advises on 
all aspects of information gathering.

Manufacturing 


Description of Reports 


Publications listed under Manufacturing relate to Division 
5 of the Standard Industrial Classification. 


Some of these reports provide summarized and analytical 
information for manufacturing as a whole; others provide 
detailed information on individual manufacturing 
industries or on various commodities. 


Although titles of the various reports are broadly indicative 
of the subject matter covered, explanatory notes have 
been included under title headings where necessary. Such 
notes are generally restricted to reports on the 
manufacturing industries as a whole (sub-group 31) and to 
those publications on commodities. The reports on 
individual industries are generally similar to each other in 
character and include such principal statistics as: number 
of establishments, number and type of employees and 
their salaries and wages, cost of fuel and electricity, value 
of shipments of goods of own manufacture, and value 
added. Comparative statistics are given for Canada for 
earlier years and for the preceding year for provinces. 
Also shown are the value and, where applicable, quantities 
of major products shipped and purchased materials used 
by establishments classified to the industry. Some reports 
show total manufacturers’ shipments of relevant 
commodities without regard to industry of origin, but this is 
given comprehensively for all commodities in an annual 
report on products shipped by Canadian manufacturers. 


Primarily because annual surveys cannot be initiated until 
the end of the calendar year and because of the time 
required to collect edit and compile extensive data, most 
annual industry reports are not available until a year or 
more after the end of the year of survey. 


In addition, there are a large number of publications that 
are published more frequently than once a year and that 
contain current information on commodities (generally 
shipments, production or consumption). Although not 
exactly suitable to industry analyses, except in the case of 
one-industry commodities, they have proven to be most 
useful in commodity analyses. 


Current estimates of the value of shipments, inventories 
and orders for manufacturing industries in total, numerous 
sub-aggregations and selected industries are issued 
monthly. They are based on a sample survey of 
establishments representing about 75% of the shipments, 
determined from the Census of Manufactures.
